Jimmy Cagney and Joe Bush 


Jimmy Cagney, personabie movie actor, isn’t much differ- 
ent, in his real life attitudes and emotions, from Joe Bush, 
the personable auto salesman or airplane mechanic or doctor 
or storekeeper of Chicago, Berkeley, New York or Pasadena. 
Jimmy wasn’t acting last week when he roared across the 
country by air, madder’n hops, to protest that reports link- 
ing him with Communistic activities in Hollywood were false 
and vicious. Jimmy established his personal Americanism 
—but he was a rather chastened young man, after all, when 
he learned the facts. A generous fellow with little time for 
investigation, Jimmy Cagney’ had unwittingly contributed 
to fake-front, honest-sounding organizations that were Com- 
munist directed in anti-American programs. His was the 
offense of carelessness in a field wherein it is the patriotic 
citizen’s plain duty to be doubly careful. Many an honest 
but careless Joe Bush has been culpable likewise. To cite 
but one example, a cunning anti-war slogan, ‘‘The Yanks 
Are Not Coming’’, recently rang the bell for money from 
tens of thousands of Joe Bushes—yet that intrinsically sane 
slogan was, according to Congressman Dies’ investigators, 
a Communist front for fund-raising. 

The unpleasant truth is that the FBI has its hands full 
these days running down the real Communazis who are fune- 
tioning dangerously in Hollywood and other places. And it 
is the serious obligation of the Jimmy Cagneys and Joe 
Bushes of the land to cooperate by making sure that none 
of their money, influence or friendship advances the cause 
of unsavory forces that are endeavoring to pollute and sick- 
en American life. It isn’t enough just to be sorry—not in 
these times

the mayor about your city government.’’ 

By that remark Judge Dawson emphasized the close 
proximity between the people and the local government. 
Our first governmental interest should be centered locally. 
What local people say about their local government can 
Mean something. 

Generally speaking, our city, school: districts and county 
are very efficiently managed. Voters have aided in the se- 
lection of wise heads for the various government boards. 

These officials are our neighbors. They are close to us 
and always open to suggestions. 

Our local governmental agencies should be our first gov- 
ernmental interest.

Sponsorship of a grape festival is a mammoth undertak- 
ing, but the responsibility has been well divided up and the 
work is progressing smoothly.

Q—I rent rooms for my living, 
and my elderly tenants are much 
disturbed over the habit of a mo- 
torist tooting his horn every 
morning at 5:45 to signal a person 
nearby that he is waiting to take 
him to work. My requests to stop 
this racket have been ignored. 





| What can be done about it? 


A—The use of a horn as you 
describe violates Section 671 of 
the California Vehicle Code, sub- 
section B, reading: “The driver 
of a motor vehicle when reason- 
ably necessary to insure safe op- 
eration, shall give audible warn- 
ing with his horn. Such horn 
shall not otherwise be used.” We 
suggest taking the matter up with 
your locai police, or you may 
swear to a complaint yourself to 
have this nuisance abated. 

Qu—Is it not a fact that the traf- 
fic laws are restricted to that por- 
tion of a state highway which is 
especially improved for the main 
lines of travel? 

A—That is not correct, as the 


| Vehicle Code describes a highway | 


(Section 81) as: ‘A way or place 
of whatever nature, publicly main- 
tained and open for the use of the 
public for purposes of vehicular 
travel”. To assume that only use 
of the improved portion was sub- 
ject to law would permit speeders, 
reckless drivers, etc., to use non- 
improved portions with impunity. 

Q—If a car pulls off the main 
improved portion of a highway 
preparatory to making a right- 
hand turn into an_ intersecting 


road, must an arm Signal be giv- |
